Forecasting the Cutworm 
Weather Seems to Play an Important 
Part in Propagation 

A rather important thing to know fs 
that it is possible to foretell with rea- 
sonable certainty a year in advance) 
what the cutworm situation is going 
to be. Judging from what Mr. H. L.! 
Seamens, of the Dominion entomo-| 
logical branch, in his pamphlet No, 71) 
says, it is late this year to do the 
forecasting, but it is worth remember- 
ing for the future After noting that 
part 
in the aciivity of the iarves and their 
control by natural enemies, Mr. Sea- 
mans goes on to say that a long ser- 
fes of observations have resulted in! 
the following conclusions: If there 
are less than ten “wet” days in May 
and June it is probable that there will 
be an increase in the number of cut-| 
worms the following year; If there are 
mors than fifteen such days in May 
and June little trouble may be look- 
ed for from this insect in the follow- 
ing year. Our specialist adds: “If in 
doubt about the forecasting make 
sure of the degree of infestation in 
any particular field the following 
spring by sowing a strip of grain 
diagonally across the land each way 
as early as the season will allow. If 
by the middle of May the grain has 
come up and there are no signs of any 
cutworm feeding it is reasonably safe 
seed the entire fleld.”
